Bur ſay they, 4 Juſt Cenjure, &C. Þ 1, 2. The Man he 
ang his &betters are il) Men, P. 11, It were greatly to be wiſhed, 
that theſe Zealnts would turn their $ ploen againft Sin -—— what f; air 
Quarter all ſorts of Enormities mee: with from ſome of them. 

Bur that none allow fairer Quarter to Vice and Immorality 
than the Quakers, and Leaders of the Quaker Church, is plain. 
See P ilgrim”s ”rozreſs, &c. Þ. 244, top 284 And one Reaſon 
take to be 15their own Guilr, which would make their Reproofs 
ſound like the Kettle calling the Pot Black-A--- ; and there- 
fore *cis the Inconſideration of their Hearers that ſupports the 
Credit of ſuch Vicious Hypoccites, who are upheld by their 
Ciharatter rather than their Vertue, are become much leſs 
loved than feared; for I demand an Inſtance of any one Book 
wrote 2gainſt their Vicious Teachers and Hearers, provided 
they keep Fx's Commandments about the Har, Thee, Thou, 
not Marrying or Burying with us, and the like unwritten.Tra- 
ditions; but I can give you an Account of Hundreds of Eooks 
wrote againſt ſuch as diſſent from them, and conform rhem- 
ſelves to. the Church of England, calling them Apoſtates, Be- 
traying Judaſes , Malicious 'Informers , Renegadoes, Beaſts, 
Dogs, Wolves, Children of the Devil, Enecnues of all Righ- 
teouſneſs, Devils Incarnate, and; a Hundred ether Names. 
Andthey call the: Publick Miniſtry, for endeayouring their 
Converſion, Witches, Devils, Thieves, Robbers, Antichriſts, 
the Bane of Souland Body, threatning them with all direfal 
Vengeance; and this, if rightly conſidered, is not the leaſt 
part of their Infolent Behaviour to the Government. 

Now whether your 7uft Cenſure, &c. was in Anſwer to my 
former Sheet, with a Scheme of your Yearly Meeting ; or to 
my Modeſt Reply, 8c. or both, ſince*tisfaid tobe a Juſt Cenſure 
of my Addreſs to the Parliament, and I preſented none under 
that Title, I will not determine, ſince it ſeems to the firſt, 
tho' given in ſince my Jaſt ; yet I cannot but admire at your 
Impudence in your Reply, &c. in Anſwer to my Modeſt Defence, 
where you ſay, Þ.
